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#287—“2 Cents" on 3c Numeral 

In' packet #225 I mentioned the 
variety “surcharge showing thru.” 
In trying to complete my plate num- 
ber strips and blocks of these sur- 
charge -issues I recently obtained a 
block of six, plate #4, “2 Cents” on 
3c Numeral.—and whatdayaknow—it 
shows this variety! 

These surcharges on the Numeral 
issue supposedly come on all six 
plates used for the 3c carmine. Most 
of those surcharged were from plates 
#5 and 6. This is natural since they 
were the last plates used prior to dis- 
eontinuing the 3e carmine. These are 
the scarce numbers in the “unsur- 
charged" 3c carmine, and are the 
most easily obtained among the ‘2 
Cents" surcharged. On plate #1-4 
it's the other way around. These 
come not too tough on the “unsur- 


charged" and are the “toughies” 
among those surcharged. So far I 


have managed to obtain plates #1, 
2, 4, 5 and 6 of the surcharged 
variety but still lack the plate £3. 


#X288—Postal Stationery With 
Illustrated Advertising 

Almost everyone who collects Can- 
adian Postal Stationery collects them 
“entire” rather than cut square. .I’ve 
seen collections of used entires, but 
most of them “lack something.” Sure, 
once in awhile you see a really nice 
collection of the early types with un- 
usual postmarks, numerals, squared 
circles, “wavy letter," ete. But here 
is a new field for someone—although 
Pli bet we find out that someone has 
already gotten a head start! 

Whv not collect “entires” with il- 
lustrated advertising on the face? 
These would not be a collection of 
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o HOLLOW TREE 


. By Ed. Richardson, 


advertising covers but as a part of 
one’s collections of postal stationery. 
It would add eye-appeal and would 
be quite different. No, I do not have 
any for trade. As a matter of fact, 
—the same day this is being written 
I am starting a collection of these 
myself,—as an adjunct to my collec- 
tion of mint “entires.” All I start 
out with is the total of eight items! 


#289—Saskatehewan Tic Law— 
Double Print 

That variety, mentioned in packet 
i210—a complete double impression 
of the 75e value of the 1907 Issue,— 
is now listed in the new “Holmes.” 
Catalog value $35.00 and worth hunt- 
ing for. This. past summer I dis- 
covered my second copy, —which now 
resides in the Canadian Revenue col- 
lection of Bill MeGuire of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

There must have been a full sheet 
of these, so keep looking! 
#290— Counterfiet Diamond Jubilees 

The other day a dealer friend turn- 
ed up for me an excellent copy of the 


54.00 Diamond Jubilee engraved 
counterfiet. This is the same as that 
listed and described in “Forgeries 


Old and New” by Al Johnson and 
published by the Marks Stamp Co. 
in 1945. 

. Also noted that a complete set 
51.00 thru $5.00 of the lithographed 
counterfeits turned up in a lot #44 
of the November 17th Auction of the 
Torento Stamp  Collector’s Club. 
These counterfeits were fully des- 
cribed and illustrated in the June 
1955 BNA “Topics,” by G. P. Bain- 
bridge. 





#291—War Savings (Spitfire) 
Die Proof 
In November I obtained the large 
die proof,—die sinkage 62x57 mm, 
of the 25e War Savings stamp of 
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1940,—the “Spitfire” issue. 

Two copies of this die were pre- 
viously known in the normal color 
of issue, and two copies in green. 
This copy is in Rose-Carmine,—a 
trial color and hitherto unlisted. 

In referring to listings of proofs 
I refer to that excellent journal, the 
Essay Prcof Journal. Those refer- 
red to above were listed in Vol. 5 
#3. the July 1948 issue. 





#292—“Schooner Bluenose” 

Anyone interested in writing up 
and. illustrating a few pages of the 
famous 50c Bluenose stamp should 
obtain a copy of “Schooner Blue- 
nose” by Andrew Merkel, pictures by 
W. R. MacAskill, published by the 
Ryerson Press, Toronto, in 1948. It 
has pictures of the Bluenose galore! 


A STUDY OF THE O.H.M.$5. 
OVERPRINTS 
By L. Seale Holmes, M.D. 





On reaching the stage of mounting 
a collection for myself that brought 
me up to the Official stamps, I ran 
into the variety called the “narrow 
spacing." I was not familiar with 
this, so enquired from two of my 
good friends, who showed me very 
briefly just what it was. On getting 
out what I had left of sheets of these 
overprints, I discovered I had them 
all but the 2e stamp. These were all 
the War issue, 1c, 3c and 4c. I found 
I had all the narrow spaced o'pts. in 
these. This got up my curiosity to 
check more fully all the o’pts. So lets 
start at the beginning. 

The parts of panes (I called them 
sheets above in error) were all from 
the UR. The plates were gone but 
I still have them some place. Next 
look down the first or left hand col- 
umn and you will readily see that the 
“o” is farther from the frame line 
than it is in any of the other columns 
of stamps. Measure it and you will 
find with the le value it is 2% mm, 
the 3c value it is 314 mm. Next meas- 
ure the other columns. With the 1c 
they measure 1% mm. till the 9th 
column which is 1% mm. and the 
10th eol. 2 mm. The 3e measure 214 
mm. all aeross and the 4c is 2 mm. to 
the 6th column and from here to 9th 
inclusive they are 2!4 mm. while the 
10th cclumn is 2% mm.

By this time my curiosity was in- 
trigued more and my eyes had not 
begun to ache or water, so I got out 
what was left of the last Geo. VI 
issue that had been overprinted 
O.H.M.S. Here is where I nearly be- 
came bogged down. This I found 
was not as simple as the War issue. 
Yes, I fcund plenty here. For the le 
value, I found the first five eolumns 
were 1% mm., then 2 mm. or close 
to that for the balance of columns. 
This was an LL pane. For the 2c 
value the space was 214, 2 and 2 mm. 
for first three columns, the balance 
were 1% mm. For the 3c value, first 
column was 4 mm., then in order 
ran 3%, 3%, 3, 3, 215 or close for the 
balance. For the 5e value, it ran 
215, 215, 244, and 2 mm. for the bal- 
ance, 

So you see for the student who 
loves to delve into the microscopical, 
there is here a big field for him to 
exercise his powers. The letters 
O.H.M.S. I found to be all uniform 
in size and spacing between letters. 
The so-called “narrow spacing” really 
means that with the first column 
letters being set closer to the right 
side of the stamps it would leave a 
narrower space from the period after 
the “S” to’ the “O” on the next 
stamp to the right. 

In order te show this to best advan- 
tage, you should have at least a strip 
of three or four stamps of the War 
issue variety. For the last Geo. VI 
you should have all or at least five of 
a strip to show the variations.

Plate Block Charlie Says: 


Are you having troubles with some 
of those plate positions? Good! So 
am I. 

This month’s article has to do with 
the addition of a few more plate 
blocks to your collection. No matter 
what we collect, be it stamps, coins, 
shells or anything else, unless we are 
adding to them, we begin to lose in- 
terest. 

With stamps there should be no 
loss of interest. There are too many 
side lines that can be taken up. And 
so, I am suggesting to those of you 
who collect back to the 1937 issue, 
that you take in these narrow sel- 
vedge plates. 

No doubt most of vou have noted 
that some plates in this issue have 
both wide and narrow selvedge or 
margins. I think they should both 
be collected. 

Numercus plates of many values 
and issues can be collected in both 
wide and narrow selvedge. They add 
ereatly to the appearance and value 
nf a collection when collected both 
way. Besides adding to the troubles 
you already have in the collecting of 
plate blocks, they also add to the 
pleasure of collecting. 

-In the issues of No. 231 to No. 236, 
there are differences so great, that 
a. plate position with wide selvedge, 
mounted on the same page with a 
narrow selvedge, throws the page all 
out of balance. So why not collect 
bcth, mounting them on pages by 
themselves. Plate 1 wide selvedge on 
one page. Plate 1 narrow selvedge 
on the next page and so on. 

Mind vou, they are not going to be 
easy to get in both wide and narrow 
selvedge. You are going to have 
plenty of troubles and a lot of pleas- 
ure getting them. 

Following is a list of those values 
and plates that can be collected with 
narrow selvedge in Nos. 231 to 236. 
Numerous later issues and values 
ean be eclleeted in different widths 
of selvedge, but the difference is not 
as great as in Nos. 231 to 236, which 
follows: 

Narrow Selvedge 

i281. Plates 1, 2, 8. 

#232. Plates. 3, 4,' 9, 10. 

Note that I have found Plate 9-10 
with narrow selvedge on the upper

A further slight increase in plate 
block prices has been noted in dealer 
lists. I look for still further increases 
in some plate positions. When dealer 
stocks become exhausted and they are 
unable to replace them, you can guess 
what wil] happen. 

I paid $14.00 fer a position that 
had a catalogue value of $2.00 Was 
the dealer smart, or was I crazy? 
Could be I was. In any case I now 
have another tough one. 





RAMBLING GOSSIP

Mr. Metcalfe of Commonwealth 
catalog fame writes frequently for 
“Stamps” of New York. I note in 
his message of November 19th that 
the new high value issues of Great 
Britain do not appear to have taken 
the public fancy over there. Person- 
ally I think they are an attractive set 
with the exception of the 10/- value 
depicting Edinburgh Castle which to 
so many who know it and its beauty 
will think it a terrible picture, taken 
as it appears to be from a side view 
which cenveys an entirely wrong im- 
pression of its magnificent structure, 
which is a pity indeed.

STAMP EXHIBITION AT 
SAINT JOHN N.B. 





Celebrating National Stamp Week 
throughout Canada the Saint John 
Stamp Collectors’ Club featured a 
successful Philatelic Exhibition on 
Saturday, November 12th, at the Ad- 
miral Beatty Hotel, which the day be- 
fore had been publicised by an inter- 
esting television broadcast by Mr. W. 
J. White of Moncton, N.B.

CANADA NOTES 





A collector wrote me recently in 
reference to what he called a “bee 
hive” that he found between the two 
lower strokes of R, used on register- 
ed covers. I had never seen it before. 
But since answering him I ran across 
a nice bundle of old registered cov- 
ers on nearly all of which was the 
letter R in an oval. Among these I 
found four with “spots” similar to 
the bee hive and it has brought me to 
the conclusion that all of these are 
accidents in cancelling. I could not 
conceive of the P.O. going to the 
bother of putting a bee hive under 
their “R”s used in the registration 
hammers. These I have found were 
from Toronto, two, Guelph and Bar- 
ry's Bay, each one. 

I see the current 4c envelopes are 
coming thru with a return notice in 
the upper left corner. These return 
notices that are found on the early 
envelopes have been labelled as be- 
ing of a private nature, but with this 
idea I cannot agree. If they were 
privately put on, why in the world 
would they not put the name and 
address on at the same time and at 
no added cost, if privately done. Why 
would a person do only part of a 
job? It consists of the wording, 
“Sender’s name and address Nom et 
Adresse de l'envoyeur." 

Recently the P.O. put into use a 
new hammer with a double circle

about 114” diameter, the name of the 
city in the upper part and year in 
the lower part of the double circle, 
while across the center is the date 
and time as, 9 XI 8 PM. It seems that 
the loeal one became loose in connec- 
tion with the year figures and it was 
found after several days that the 
"years" were literally flying around, 
sc that the mail was going out dated 
vears hence, far off into the future. 
Wish I could find one of those covers 
with the future dated on it. 

Used coil stamps are going to be- 
come increasingly scarce. Permit and 
meter stamps and precancels are tak- 
ing their place.—L. Seale Holmes,
